Tornadoes Rip 
Through Half 
Dozen Stales 


Torrential Rains 
Cause Damages 
In Many Places 


By The Associated Press 
Tornadoes and other violent 
weather killed ll persons and 
injured about 40 in six Southern 
states 


The Weather Bureau said at 
least a dozen tornadoes were 
spawned as warm air from the 
ulf of Mexico clashed with a 
cold front Wednesday. 
Torrential rains accompanied 
many thunderstorms and the 
24-hour rainfall in western Ken­ 
tucky exceeded five inches. 
Seven Die In Fire 
Lightning struck a house at 
Forrest City, Ark., and started 
a fire in which seven died. An­ 
other Arkansas fatality was at­ 
tributed to a tornado. 
Two were killed in western 
Kentucky and another perished 
ir Tennessee. 
Damage from tornadoes was 
reported in Louisiana, Missis­ 
sippi and Missouri, and wind 
damage to a lesser degree was 
reported in northwest Georgia. 
A woman was killed when a 
tornado roared down onto the 
Beech Creek community near 
Magnolia, Ark. Six others were 
injured. 
Another tornado lashed west­ 
ern Kentucky, killing two and 
injuring about 20. The twister 
hit near Hardin, near Kentucky 
Lake, dipped into the tiny com­ 
munity of Fairdealing and then 
struck Kirksey. 
Some businesses were dam­ 
aged, but most of the destruc­ 
tion was confined to homes in 
the area. The heavy rainfall in­ 
cluded 7.7 inches at Paducah, 
5.75 at Henderson—heaviest in 
29 years, 5.25 at Owensboro, 
and 4.17 at Louisville.

We cou ld take an ex amination at the 
end of a semester, then start the nex t 
one with a clean slate. Unfortu nately , it 
doesn’t work that day . 
The 101st day is 
like the 99th day . There is no end and no 
beginning. 
To go with the President's 100th day re­ 
port on himself, there might well be a 
report on the United States. Something 
of great importance has happened to all 
of u s. 
We hav e discov ered it is possible to go 
throu gh the ordeal of losing a popu lar 
chief ex ecu tiv e withou t precipitating a 
national crisis. There had been an inkling 
of this capacity for equ animity in the 
Eisenhower 
administration when 
Vice 
President filled in for an ailing chief.

Street Projects 


City Cou ncil’s streets, alley s and side­

There has been almost no bu zz-bu zz 
abou t v ice presidential candidates to ru n 
with Mr. Johnson, or v ice presidential 
candidates to ru n with the Repu blican 
nominee. 


AS SPRING DRAWS near and then su m­ 
mer and the political conv entions, the 
identity of possible nominees for v ice 
president shou ld be specu lated abou t as 
earnestly as the identity of the Repu bli­ 
can presidential nominee. 
Failu re to do this can mean only that 
Americans are so fearfu l of what wou ld 
happen if any thing befell Mr. Johnson 
that they don’t ev en want to think abou t 
the absence of a v ice president in his ad­ 
ministration. 
It is the most frightening thing the 
United States is confronted with today , 
and it will be with u s u ntil a distant day 
in Janu ary 1965 —more than 300 day s from 
now.

T h e minu tes 
ticked off on 
Thu rsday ev e- 
ing, Feb. 27, 
n o t 
withou t 
significance to 
political insid­ 
ers. 
The Presi­ 
dent and h i s 
f a m i l y had 
b e e n in their 
Beach’s Hotel 
Fontainebleau for a few min­ 
u tes when one of Mr. Johnson’s 
aides receiv ed a telephone call 
from Dav id Du binsky president 
of the International Ladies Gar­ 
ment Workers Union. 
Mr. Du binsky , the inner dy ­ 
namo of New York’s Liberal 
party was downstairs in the res­ 
tau rant. He asked to see the 
President on an important mat­ 
ter, bu t added qu ickly that if 
this were not possible he cou ld, 
of cou rse, see LBJ in Washing­ 
ton. 
The aide said, stand by . There 
had been many su ch calls. The 
hotel and its env irons were fu ll 
of Democratic leaders who had 
come to hear the President’s 
first fu ll dress political speech 
schedu led within an hou r. 


IN A SHORT WHILE the 
aide telephoned Du binsky and 
asked him to come u p within 10 


minu tes. When the u nion lead­ 
er arriv ed, he fou nd the Presi­ 
dent in his “ work clothes” — a 
bu siness su it—thou gh the speak­ 
ing hou r was almost du e. Mrs. 
Johnson greeted Du binsky gra­ 
ciou sly and then began pressu r­ 
ing the President to change to 
the more formal attire of the 
ev ening. 
Mr. Johnson lau ghed and ask­ 
ed Du binsky if his wife nagged 
him “too.” Du binsky grinned — 
“ worse,” he said. 
They chu ckled and then Mr. 
Johnson tu rned to seriou s bu si­ 
ness. The President picked u p 
the phone and in the presence 
of the garment workers’ chief 
called J. Edgar Hoov er at home. 
The President greeted the FBI 
director and said he was an­ 
gered and distu rbed by the con­ 
tinu ou s bombing' of the Florida 
East Coast Railway tracks and 
trains. 
Mr. Johnson told Mr. Hoov er 
that after the most cu rrent ex ­ 
plosion that morning. Labor Sec­ 
retary Wirtz had contacted him 
(LBJ) and Assistant Attorney 
General Nicholas Katzenbach. 
THE FBI DIRECTOR t h e n 
briefed the President on what 
has become one of the most 
critical labor-management con­ 
trov ersies 
in the 
land. 
Mr. 
Hoov er said that the bu reau had 
been on the case for more than 
a y ear. The FBI had mov ed in 
—not to probe u nions or man­ 
agement— bu t u nder the little 
known federal train wreck stat­ 
u te. For months now one of the 


FBI’s top men has been co­ 
ordinating the efforts of three 
bu reau offices in Miami, Jack­ 
sonv ille and Tampa. 
Mr. Hoov er reported that a 
large complement of men had 
been assigned and had discov ­ 
ered ev idence which had al­ 
ready led to grand ju ry indict­ 
ments and conv ictions. The con­ 
v ersation was ex tremely cor­ 
dial. The President said that he 
wanted to be certain of his 
facts before he added a section 
to his speech that ev ening. He 
thanked the director. 
Then Mr. Johnson tu rned to 
“ Dav e,” read him that part of 
the speech and asked what he 
thou ght. Du binsky replied that 
it was a good strong statement. 
THEN MRS. Johnson warned 
again of the passing minu tes. 
Du binsky said he’d be getting 
along. The President demu rred 
and u rged Du binsky to talk 
abou t that matter which was 
on his mind while the President 
changed clothes. 
The President, now in his pri­ 
v ate bedroom, began to u ndress 
and the u nion leader started to 
leav e once more. Not y et, said 
the President. Come in while I 
shav e. They walked into the 
bathroom. LBJ lathered u p, sha­ 
v ed and talked with DD. Then, 
ou t again and into the formal 
dinner clothes. 
Du binsky ’s mission was ov er 
and, as he departed, the Presi­ 
dent asked him where he’d be 
later. The labor leader ex plained 
he’d be downstairs in another 


section of the hotel dining with 
fellow u nionists and employ ers 
in the garment indu stry . 
On the way down Du binksy 
mu sed ov er the similarity to the 
old New Deal day s of Franklin 
D. Roosev elt and the bedroom 
talks. Only more so. Tne intim­ 
acy had nev er been there on 
su ch a man-to-man basis. 
THE UNION CHIEF then went 
ov er to the La Ronde Room 
where he joined some of his col­ 
leagu es and the bu sinessmen 
who jointly head the (ladies’) 
National Coat and Su it Indu stry 
Recov ery Board. This is a labor- 
management grou p which grew 
ou t of the old National Recov ­ 
ery Act (NRA) day s. Today it 
is a joint v entu re to promote 
the ladies’ garment indu stry and 
had ju st had its annu al meeting. 
The party marked the ses­ 
sion’s wind-u p. It was all qu ite 
gay . Su ddenly Secret Serv ice 
men arriv ed, looked arou nd and 
asked if room cou ld not be made 
for fou r gu ests. The chairs were 
av ailable. In came Ly ndon John­ 
son, Mrs. Johnson and their two 
dau ghters. 
The President had ju st fin­ 
ished speaking to the $100-a- 
plate Democratic fu nd raising 
dinner. He wanted to relax . He 
chose 
the 
labor-management 
grou p where the ebu llient Du bin­ 
sky was master of ceremonies. 
There were warm introdu ctions 
to those at the table. The lights 
went down. Tony Martin sang. 
The presidential party stav ed 
a half hou r — and then to bed.

What goes on abov e the su r­ 
face in national politics is not 
alway s a reflection of what is 
going on u nderneath.

SIGNIFICANT, more­ 
ov er, that in recent weeks some 
of the Negro leaders hav e talk­ 
ed more and more abou t the im­ 
portance of consu ltation a n d 
conference in the local commu n­ 
ities 
rather than enforcement 
problems. The theory seems to 
be that negotiating 
a peacefu l 
settlement of indiv idu al local sit­ 
u ations wou ld be tried by the ad­ 
ministration before any sev ere 
measu res were applied. 
The whole pictu re being paint­ 
ed of a Johnson administration 
elected in its own right is one o f 
conciliation 
and slow motion. 
This, 
of cou rse, will placate 
some of the Sou therners, especi­ 
ally 
those Democratic politi­ 
cians who hav e to ru n for office 
this y ear and who are depend­ 
ent u pon the administration’s 
help in getting throu gh Congress 
measu res

areas. 
Before the death of President 
Kennedy , there was a belief in 
the Sou th that, by threatening to

Johnson, after election, will not 
be as hard on civ il rights as his 
predecessor and that hence the 
Sou th can afford to “go along.” 


IF THIS THEORY becomes 
widespread and sinks in among 
the Sou therners, it will certainly 
mean a more or less perfu nctory 
filibu ster in the Senate on t h e 
civ il rights bill. Unqu estionably , 
the Sou thern speakers in t h e 
Senate will talk with conv iction 
and will make as many points 
on constitu tional qu estions 
a s 
as they can bu t the impression 
today in some qu arters is that 
the Sou thern leaders are going 
to accept defeat gracefu lly with 
the cry that “ things are not as 
bad as they might hav e been” 
and by claiming tha t the ho use 


bill a s finally passed did remov e 
some of the worst featu res of 
the original measu re. 
Once the election is ov er, who 
is going to be prov ed right —the 
Sou therners who believ e Ly ndon 
Johnson will act more like he 
did when he was a senator from 
Tex as, or those who believ e he 
will continu e to behav e political­ 
ly as he does du ring the coming 
campaign? 


SEN. RICHARD RUSSELL of 
Georgia ex pressed frankly Su n­ 
day last his belief that Mr. John­ 
son cou ld not do otherwise than 
to stand by the Hou se bill and 
av oid compromises. The v iew 


persists nev ertheless that, once 
the Nov ember election is ou t of 
the way , the civ il rights fight 
will become a legalistic affair in 
which the Department of Ju stice 
will hav e its hands fu ll try ing to 
keep peace in local commu nities 
and letting the schisms be heal­ 
ed by constant conference and 
negotiation. 
It certainly looks as if Presi­ 
dent Johnson is going to get the 
electoral v ote of a good part of 
the Sou th u nless local sentiment 
is arou sed by persons other than 
the regu lar local nominees on 
the Democratic ticket — and at 
the moment there are no signs 
of any su ch u prising.

County Welfare Department 
Spent $841,462 In 1963

The Columbiana County Wel­ 
fare Department spent a total 
of $841,462 to operate its nine 
agency services during 1963. 
The largest sum, $244,342, was 
spent for aid to dependent chil­ 
dren and the smallest, $9,128, 
In assisting crippled children, 
according to the yearly report 
of Robert Bycroft, welfare di­ 
rector. 
The following programs were 
administered: 
Aid for needy blind. Of the 15 
applications, IO were eligible 
and five denied. There were 50 
active cases beginning Jan. I 
and 51 as of Dec. 31. 
Medical costs for recipients 
were the highest ever paid, 
more than Wk times the cost of 
1962. Expenditures for the yea* 
totaled $51,105. 
Aid to dependent children. 
On Jan. I, there were 173 ac­ 


tive cases with 193 caretakers 
and 48? children. There were 
116 applications received during 
the y»ar. Of this number 94 
were approved and 24 denied, 
with i pending. Overall expend­ 
itures increased because of the 
cost of medical care which dou­ 
bled that of the previous year. 
Ad to the permanently and 
totally disabled. Applications for 
assistance increased 20 per cent 
over last year. As of Jan. I 
there were 184 active cases 
vith 9 applications p e n d i n g 
from the previous year.

POLIS, Cy pru s (AP) — The 
siege continu es for 700 Tu rkish 
Cy priots in the torn town of Po- 
lis. 
More than a month ago ou t­ 
nu mbered Tu rkish families from 
Polis and nearby v illages gath­ 
ered in a Tu rkish school, seek­ 
ing safety in the civ il war be­ 
tween the Greek and Tu rkish 
commu nities on Cy pru s. 
They are still there. Village 
elders, mothers, fathers, y ou ths 
and babies are hu ddled in the 
two-story bu ilding with little ap­ 
parent hope of retu rning to their 
homes

Althouse Honored 


230,000 Soil Bank Acres 
Many Ohio farmers now face 
a decision of what to do with 
land on which Soil Bank con­ 
tracts expired at the end of 
1963. There are 230,402 acres of 
such land in the state. 
“No owner has the same sit­ 
uation, so each must consider 
his own alternatives,” says Dr. 
Wallace Barr, Ohio State Uni­ 
versity Extension economist. 
These 
alternatives 
include 
selling the land, renting it, op­ 
erating the farm, hiring 
t h e 
work done, leaving the land in 
soil conserving practices, 
or 
participating in the feed grain 
program on a portion of the 
farm. 
In deciding on what to do with 
the land, Dr. Barr says, farm­ 
ers will need to consider care­ 
fully their personal situations, 
existing cover on the land, pos­ 
sible uses, yield prospects, and 
equipment and livestock which 
they have available. 
If the farm has a feed grain 
base, Dr. Barr points out, the 
owner may want to consider 
signing up for the 1964 f e e d 
grain program. For owners with 
part of their farms coming out 
of the Soil Bank any feed grain 


base, included in the Soil Bank 
land will become a part of the 
farm’s total base. 
Farm ers may obtain further 
details on the 1964 feed grain 
program from their county ASC 
or Extension office.

Anemia Favorite Diagnosis 


A 
favorite 
curbstone 
self- 
diagnosis of many human ills 
today is anemia. Although more 
often than not this sort of diag 
nosis is completely wrong, ane­ 
mia is a serious health problem 
that cannot be treated lightly. 
In a nutshell — if your blood 
has too few red cells or too lit­ 
tle hemoglobin, you have ane­ 
mia. Hemoglobin is the red col­ 
oring substance in the red cells. 


THE SYMPTOMS of anemia 
typically include fatigue, short­ 
ness of breath, lack of energy 
and a generally washed out 
feeling. However, the presence 
of one or more of these symp­ 
toms does not justify a self- 
diagnosis of anemia. 
Anemia 
can 
have 
various 
causes — Improper diet, poor 
absorption of food, excessive or 
chronic bleeding, injury to the 
bone marrow, certain parasites 
and infections. 
Whatever the 
cause, it isn’t safe to make your 
own diagnosis and to treat your­ 
self. Only a physician can de­ 
termine what is causing your 
anemia, 
and 
can 
then 
pre­ 
scribe treatment. 


The function of the hemoglo­ 
bin in your blood is to pick up 
oxygen from the air you breathe 
in and carry it to all your body 
tissues, as well as to carry car­ 
bon dioxide from these tissues 
to the lungs to be breathed out. 
If anemia reduces the number 
of red cells and the amount of 
hemoglobin, 
the blood can't 
carry enough oxygen to supply 
you body’s needs. 


UNLESS YOU HAVE some 
abnormal condition, 
you can 
prevent nutritional anemia by 
eating a variety of nourishing 
foods. There are all sorts of 
products on the market that are 
advertised to supplement your 
diet and correct nutritional de­ 
ficiencies. 
None should be used unless 
you have been examined by a 
doctor ami he has prescribed 
6ome particular product for 
your particular decency. Other­ 
wise, the odds are great that 
you are wasting your money, 
with the risk of overdosing 


yourself with more nutrients 
than your body needs. 
If you suspect that you are 
anemic, see your doctor. He 
will first determine whether 
you actually are anemic, and, 
if so, what is the cause. Then 
he will be able to prescribe 
treatment.

If it work s lik e state officials 
think it will, the program will 
prov ide $4 million in rev enu e 
for New Hampshire schools this 
y ear and giv e a healthy lift to 
already thriv ing tou rist bu si­ 
ness by lu ring betting folk from 
neighboring New 
E ng l a nd 
states. 
Legislatu res in Massachu setts 
and Vermont, ev idently fearfu l 
that New Hampshire may tu rn 
ou t to be a Las Vegas with 
trees, are said to be consider­ 
ing lotteries of their own to k eep 
the betting faithfu l home. 


NEW 
HAMPSHIRE’S 
pro­ 
gram won legislativ e approv al 
last y ear, and Gov . John King 
recently reaffirmed gu eses that 
v oters in towns and cities will 
endorse it by a 4-to-l margin 
Voting is March 10. 
Clergy men and civ ic grou ps 
in some localities are raising 
stou t moral objections, bu t the 
economic attractions of the pro­ 
gram seem destined to ov er­ 
ride. 
Opponents hav e no hope of 
defeating the sweepstak es ex ­ 
cept in a few commu nities. 
Their aim is to hold the v ote 
down, as a measu re of protest,

ASSUMING rev enu es njeasu re 
fairly close to estimates, the

How to work a lottery and 
k eep it clean of the criminal 
element is a problem that New 
Hampshire officials gav e mu ch 
thou ght to.

First, a former FBI man, Ed­ 
ward J. Powers, was giv en the 
$20,002 a y ear post of ex ecu tiv e 
Commission. He insists the sy s­ 
tem will be “rack et-proof.” 
Lottery tick ets will be sold 
only at state liq u or storps and 
racetrack s. To k eep them ou t 


of grasping hands, 
they will 
be k ept at all time in the pe- 
cially deigned v ending mach­ 
ines which will hold u p to 1,000 
tick ets at a time. 
Pu rchasers will simply write 
their names and addresses on 
their tick ets they can bu y 10 
at a time), and receiv e a slip 
of pap er ack nowledging pu r­ 
chase. This ack nowledgement is 
neither salable or transferable. 
Prizes will go only to names on 
the tick ets remaining within 
the dispensing machine. 
There will be no mail ortjer 
sales, which ex plains why ou t- 
of-state sweepstak ers will be 
au gmenting the tou rist trade. 


THE MONEY is ex pected to 
be big. First prize probably will 
be $100,000, second prize will be 
$50,000. The pay -off list will be 
long. 
Interest in the lottery already 
is high. Ninety per cent of the 
commission’s mail comes from 
bey ond state borders. 
Hie commission will refu se to 
withhold the federal income tax 
on winnings. It also Qggoses 
pay ment of the 10 per cent U.S 
wagermg tax , and will seek 
cou rt test if the Internal Rev e­ 
nu e Serv ice ru les it mu st be 
paid. 
A q u estion arises, too, wheth­ 
er U.S. postal laws will be v io­ 
lated if the commission for­ 
wards check s to prize winners 
ou twide New Hampshire.

NEW YORK (A P)-A clu e to 
ho w Americans will u se at least 
part o f their additio nal take- 
ho me pay , thanks to the tax 
cu t, is o ffered to day by the new 
co st o f liv ing index . 
They ’ll spend it fo r mo re o f 
the things they didn't bu y in 
qu antity a few y ears back. 
The Labo r Department’s new 
co nsu mer price index also helps 
clear u p ano ther my stery fo r 
many citizens: Ho w co me the 
o u tgo side o f the family bu dget 
alway s seems to rise mo re than 
the o ld index said it sho u ld? 
The new index takes in items 
that lo o m large o n so me family 
bu dgets no w, bu t which the o ld 
o ne, 
as last 
rev ised in 1953, 
igno red. And the new o ne say s 
that families spend a smaller 
perce: tage 
o f 
their 
inco mes 
no w 
o n su ch 
things as fo o d 
than they did 
fo rmerly , 
al­ 
tho u gh eating better; and co n­ 
siderably mo re o n o ther go o ds 
o r serv ices than they did when 
perso nal inco mes were smaller. 
Since the price o f fo o d hasn’t 
go ne u p as mu ch in recent 
y ears, as has the co st o f many 
go o ds and serv ices no t tho u ght 
o f as necessities, the new way 
o f calcu lating the co st o f liv ing 
giv es a clu e to where the mo ney 
go es—fo r new 
go o ds and serv ­ 
ices, 
o r mo re 
o f tho se o nce 
tho u ght o f as lu x u ries o r no w­ 
and-then items. 
And since Americans hav e 
tended in recent y ears to pu t 
any ex tra inco me into su ch u p­ 
grading o f liv ing standards, the 
additio nal take-ho me pay may 
well add to the v o lu me o f su ch 


spending. 
Whether 
this 
in­ 
creased 
demand 
will 
affect 
prices o r charges remains to be 
seen. 
The Bu reau o f Labo r Statis­ 
tics say s the co st o f fo o d has 
risen 6 per cent in the last 10 
y ears. If y o u r gro cery bill has 
go ne u p mo re than that, the 
bu reau su spects that is becau se 


y o u no w bu y higher qu ality 
meats and v egetables, which 
natu rally co st mo re than eco n­ 
o my grades; and that y o u spend 
mu ch mo re fo r co nv enience, 
preco o ked 
o r 
o therwise 
pro ­ 
cessed fo o d. Also there are a 
lo t o f new fo o d items, o r new 
v ersio ns 
o f

tempt y o u . 


Ev en so , the bu reau ho lds 
that the percentage o f the fam­ 
ily bu dget spent fo r fo o d has 
slipped fro m 28.18 in 19 53 to 
22.43 to day . The new index thu s 
wo n’t be affected as mu ch by 
the changes in prices o f v ario u s 
fo o ds as in the past.
